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FOREWORD 

The  purpose  of  a  work  of  art  is  not  to  duplicate  nature  (even 
nature  avoids  such  blasphemy)  but  to  shape  the  stuff  of  which 
the  work  is  composed,  each  according  to  its  substance,  so  as  to 
feature  some  aspect  of  nature  which  has  intrigued  the  emotion 
and  (perhaps)  the  intellect.  The  naive,  popular  estimate  of 
worth—  "it  looks  so  real" — is  not  a  valid  criterion.  Rather, 
a  work  of  art  is  inherently  personal.  Incidentally,  it  appeals 
most  to  those  whose  own  personalities  are  compatible  with  it. 


The  problem  of  the  artist  is  to  find  ways  by  which  he  is  satis- 
fied in  the  forming  of  the  work.  Accordingly,  he  struggles  to 
improve  both  technical  ability  and  the  human  experiences 
which  contribute  to  his  person.  The  richer  the  experiences 
the  wider  may  be  the  area  of  contact  with  others;  the  more 


skillful  the  technique,  the  more  adroit  may  be  its  expression. 
Yet.  as  a  retrospective  exhibition  can  reveal,  the  later  work, 
more  "mature"  perhaps,  is  not  necessarily  "better"  than  the 
earlier.  Each  is  created  of  a  different  moment  in  the  life  of 
a  human  being.  Is  a  baby  less  noble  than  an  adult?  Perhaps 
this  is  not  a  fair  question,  for  nobility  is  associated  with 
characteristics  not  commonly  ascribed  to  infants.  Possibly  it 
might  be  more  reasonable  to  ask,  "is  the  passion  of  yesterday 
less,  or  more  ardent  than  that  of  today?"  And.  if  an  answer 
is  ready,  what  does  it  matter?  There  may  be  earlier  works 
which  strike  home  to  some  and  later  ones  which  may  be  more 
convincing  to  others:  and  the  artist  clutches  the  brood  to  his 
bosom  with  devotion.  Of  course,  he  understands  all  this, 
knowing  that  the  integrity  of  the  work  is  the  expression  of 
Self,  whatever  that  time  of  it  mav  be.  Doris  Caesar  is  an  artist.
